Something that happened at the 
Mayfair Hotel last Sept. 26 has 
become a matter of vital interest 
to the St. Louis County grand jury 
investigating the County Court’s 
handling of the Lindbergh Bridge.

The grand jury yesterday devot- 
ed much of its session to this phase 
f the investigation. Among other 
witnesses it heard the assistant 
manager and auditor of the hotel, 
Roy Keller, and the hotel’s credit 
manager, Paul Lampe. 

Those who appear before the 
grand jury may not, under the 
Oaths they take as witnesses, di-

He went on, however, 
without giving any further atten- 
tion to the matter. 

Since 1925 Harth had been head 
chef at the club. He began his 
career in the Hotel Kaiserhof in 
Wuerzburg, hig birthplace, and af- 
ter learning the business there 
emigrated to New York, where he 
was employed, shortly before the 
turn of the century, at the Old 
Gilsey House and the Broadway 
Central Hotel, 

At the time of the St. Louis 
World's Fair he was chef at the 
old St. Louis Club, and from there 
he went to the Planters Hotel. For 
a time he was at the University 
Club and later at the Melbourne 
Hotel. 

His most prized souvenir was a 
menu of a luncheon he prepared 
at the Planters’ Hotel for Presi- 
dent William Howard Taft in 1909,

Big Vessel Att Attacked by 


Planes Off Norwegian 

Smoke Reported. 

Loloon June 18 (AP).—The 
Air Ministry ‘anfounced tonight 


that a German pocket battleship 
had been hit by a torpedo fired by 


‘a British plane off the Norwegian 


coast early today. 

The communique said. that 
“dense clouds of smoke rose from 
the vessel” and that later the bat- 
tleship, which the Admiralty did 
not identify, was seen “to be sta- 


tionary off the southern point of 
Norway. 

Still later the battleship and es- 
corting destroyers were “observed 
to be retiring towards the Skager- 
rak at a greatly reduced speed,” 
the communique said. 

Germany has only two pocket 
battleships—strong, swift ships of 
10 tons, carrying ll-inch guns— 
since the scuttling of the Admiral 
Graf pee off Montevideo, Uru- 
guay, Dec. 17, 1939. 

* The remaining two are the Ad- 
miral Scheer and the Luetzow, for- 
merly the Deutschland. 

Official Report. 

The communique said: 

“Shortly before midnight last 
night Blenheim aircraft of the 
coastal command on reconnaissance 
off the south coast sighted an

“A striking force was dispatched 
by the coastal command and, in 
the early h this morning, the 
battleship, then off Egersund, was 
hit by a torpedo from a Beaufort 
aircraft. 

“Dense clouds of white smoke 
rose from the vessel and prevented 
accurate observation by other air- 
craft of the results of their at- 
tacks. Soon after 10 e’clock this 
morning the battleship was station- 
ary-some miles off Mandel, on the 
most. southern point of Norway, 
and later the whole force was ob- 
served to be retiring toward the 
Skagerrak at greatly reduced 
speéd. 

“One of our aircraft is missing 
from these operations and one 
enemy: flying boat was destroyed 
by a Hudson reconnaissance air- 
craft.” 

Apparently on Raiding Mission. 

The battleship when first sighted 
was heading north and informed 
quarters said “it is inconceivable 
that she was going anywhere ex- 
cept on a raiding expedition.”

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ALLIES ENGIGLE U.S. PROTEST ON ROBIN MOOR SINKING 


DAMASCUS, FHT 
EFENSE FORCES 
WN OUTLYING AREA 


Call on Syria. Capital to 
Surrender After Break- 
ing Through East of Kis- 
soue — Gain in Beirut 
Drive Claimed. 


CAIRO, June 13 (AP).—"“Free 
French” forces have completed the 
encirclement of Damascus, Syria’s 
capital, ‘and apparently are await- 
ing the outcome of negotiations 
for peaceful occupation of the city, 
authoritative sources reported to- 


night. 

These sources said such a solu- 
tion was much preferred by the 
British-“Free French” allies and 
declared there had been at least 


one instance already in the five- 
day campaign where a Freich-held 
defense post had surrendered after 
discussions under a white flag.. 

The French, however, were still 
believed, to be in possession of the 
outlying ring of Sorts around the 
city. 

(The French admitted the Allies 
had regched the outskirts of Da- 
mascus, and reported the defend- 
ers were putting up a battle before 
the city.) 

Officers and men from French 
warships interned at Alexandria 
are joining the “Free French” in 
increasing numbers, observers said. 
The Allied advance into Syria is 
known to have had strong reper- 
cussions among the crews remain- 
ing on the French battleship Lor- 
raine, four cruisers, three destroy- 
ers and one submarine demobilized 
last July.

“Whenever any ship with con- 
traband sails for England we'll 
shoot at it, whether it is the Robin 
Moor, the Exmoor or anything 
else.” 

(The Robin Moor formerly was 
the Exmoor. The United States 
State Department has denied the 
ship carried military material. of 
any character.) 

Authorized sources said many 
ships going to England. already 
had been sunk and Germany was 
in no hurry about participating in 
discussion of the Robin Moor in- 
cident, 

The question was exclusively mil- 
itary, these sources said, but cer- 
tain American quarters were giv- 
ing it a political angle “in order 
thereby to further a war psycho- 
sis.” 

“And, of course,” it was added, 
“England. tries in every manner 
to make political capital thereof.” 

Investigations by German mili- 

tary authorities were continuing, 
meanwhile, these sources said, and 
Germany would decide “in due 
time” whether or not to say any- 
thing concerning the incident. 
' The German public still is un- 
aware that the Robin Moor has 
been sunk by a submarine.

What the United States does 
stand on very firmly, Welles as- 
serted, is that both Germany and 
the United States are parties to 
an international agreement entered 
into in 1930 under which subma- 
rines are bound to take proper 
precautions to insure the safety of 
crews and passengers of any mer- 
chant ship before it is sunk. 

Welles was referring to a pro- 
vision of the 1930 London naval 
treaty which requires that subma- 
rines insure the safety of crews 
and passengers and states that life- 
boats shall not be considered a 
sufficient measure of safety except 
when they are in proximity to 
land. 

Sinking Far From Land. 

Survivors of the Robin Moor are 
quoted as saying that the subma- 
rine left the 46 passengers and 
crewmen in four open lifeboats 
hundreds of miles from land. 

An authorized German spokes- 
man in Berlin was quoted in a 
news dispatch yesterday as saying, 
without passing judgment on the 
Robin Moor incident, that “com- 
manders of German naval vessels 
including submarines, have orders 
to conduct themselves in most 
strict accord with the precepts fo 
international law.” 

Welles was asked how the Robin 
Moor incident might affect Presi- 

_ dent Roosevelt's reassertion of the 
doctrine of freedom of the seas. 
The President’s statement spoke 
for itself, Welles replied. | 

He emphasized that every detail 
on the sinking which the State De- 
partment had received had been 
made public and this practice 
would be continued.

Welles emphasized in an earlier 
statement that the Robin Moor 
was a neutral ship, that it was 
bound for African ports outside 
combat areas and that it.carried 
a general - cargo—ranging from 
steel rails to brassieres—but no 
arms, ammunition or other ma- 
teria] of a military character. 

Consul’s Report. 

The preliminary report to the 

State Department was made by 


Walter J. Linthicum, United States 


Consul. at Recife, (Pernambuco) 
Brazil, @ho spent almost five hours 
getting the accounts of the sur- 
vivors after they reached the 
South American port aboard the 
Osorio. The State Department 
subsequently released a second 
and more comprehensive report 
from the consul. 

Linthicum’s report said the sub- 
marine halted the Robin Moor 
and ordered it to send an officer 
with the ship’s papers. The first 
mate and other seamen, without 
the papers, rowed out to the V- 
boat and the officer was taken 
aboard: In about 10 minutes he 
reappeared and at this time the 
Nazi commander gave the order 
to abandon the freighter within 
30 minutes. 

The ship was torpedoed, then 

_ battered with 30 shells and after- 
wards floating wreckage was de 
stroyed by gunfire, the consul re- 
ported. The ship went down in 
23 minutes. 

The submarine, survivors re- 
lated, had a laughing cow painted 
on the conning tower for insignia, 
and also the name Lorricke or 
Lorickke.

U. S. to Base Action in Robin Moor 


Rule of 1930 


Designed to “Humanize” Undersea Warfare, 
Treaty Requires That Safety of Crew and 
Passengers Be Assured, 


° 


WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP).— 
American action in the sinking of 
the Robin Moor will be based on 
an alleged violation of an irterna- 
tional treaty on the conduct of 
submarines in warfare, it is indi- 
cated today. 

This rule, which was incorporat- 
ed in the London naval treaty of 
1930, was designed to “humanize” 
submarine warfare and insure 
proper precautions for the safety 
of passengers and crews of mer- 
chant vessels. , 

The agreement, to which Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan, Great Britain, 
the United States and many other 
countries adhered “definitely and 
without limit of time,” set forth 
the following as established regu- 
lations of international law: 

“1. In their action with regard 
to merchant ships, submarines 
must conform to the rules of in- 
ternational law to which surface 
vessels are subject. 

“2. In particular, except in the 
case of persistent refusal to stop 
on being duly summoned or of ac- 
tive resistance to visit or search, 
a warship, whether surface vessel 
or submarine, may not sink or ren- 
der incapable of navigation a mer- 
chant vessel without having first 
placed passengers, crews and ship’s 
papers in a place of safety. 

“For ‘his purpose the ship’s boats 
are not regarded -as*a place of 
safety unless the safety of the pas- 
sengers and crew is assured, in 
the existing sea and weather con- 
ditions, by the proximity of land, 
or the presence of another ves- 
sel which is in a position to take 
them aboard.”

PRECINGT VOTE COUNT 


Election Board Asks Circuit 
Attorney to Check Fourth 
Ward Tabulation. 


The Election Board asked Cir- 
cuit Attorney Thomas C. Hen- 
nings Jr. today to conduct an in- 
vestigation of the count made in 
last November’s election at the 


polling place in the Sixth Precinct 
of the Fourth Ward, to determine 
if there was any violation of the 
election laws. 

When the ballots in that pre- 
cinct, which had its polling place at 
1310 Cass avenue, were recounted 
in the recently abandoned govern- 
orship contest, it was found that 
20 straight Republican ballots had 
been tied in a bundle with the 
straight Democratic ballots and 
apparently had been counted as 
straight Democratic votes, 

Chairman Charles M. Hay of the 
Election Board informed Hen- 
nings that the six precinct offi- 
cials at the polling place for that 
election could give no explanation 
of why the ballots were mixed up. 

The precinct officials, according 
to Election Board. records, were: 
Jule Rakliff, 1435 North Thir- 
teenth street, Democratic judge; 
Henry A. Dols, 1610 North Six- 
teenth street, Democratic judge; 
Clarence A. Hastings, 1745A North 
Ninth street, Democratic clerk; 
David Hall, Negro, 1307A Hadley 
street, Republican judge; Leo Ger- 
son, 1316 Biddle street, Republican 
judge, and Richard D. Colley Jr., 
Negro, 1428A Cass avenue, Re- 
publican clerk.

$16,000 to Charity — Sam 
Goodman’s Diet Was Large- 
ly Bread and Cheese. 


In the 30 years that the late Sam 
Goodman worked as a tailor in 
downtown stores he never made 
more than $30 a week, but an in- 
ventory of his estate filed yester- 
day in Probate Court shows that 
out of his small earnings he man- 
aged to acquire, by almost fanat- 
ical frugality, more than $40,000. 

In his will he exhibits a gener- 
osity with his hard-earned money 
that he never showed in life. Spe- 
cific bequests of $15,000 to a sister 
in Warsaw, Poland; $16,000 to local 
Jewish charities; and $2000 to 
friends were made. The residue 
is to go to the Jewish Orphans’ 
Home. 

Sam Goodman died last Febru- 
ary after a year’s iliness. He was 
70 years old. His principal diet 
consisted of bread and cheese. 
Often he was exposed to bitter 
winter weather, friends said, be- 
cause he wouldn’t spend money for 


sufficient clo g. 

He came to ‘this country from 
Poland as a young man, penniless 
and without.-friends. Because he 
was a good tailor, he found work, 
and for the last 20 years he was 
employed by a large men’s store. 

When he died, he was not penni- 
less, but he had few friends. He 
never learned to read, write or 
speak English well, and he wouldn't 
spend money on entertainment. 
Most of his free time he passed in 
his poorly furnished room at 1727 
Carr street. ' 

Fellow tailors at the store recall 
that they never saw him waste a 
penny. One told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter: “Sam was a fanatic. on 
the subject of money; wouldn't 
even bust for a nickel cigar.” 

In his will, he set aside $2000 
for his funeral and burial expenses 
—more money, probably, than he 
ever spent on himself before. And 
he directed that $1000 be used to 
erect a large monument on his 
grave in Chesed Shel Emeth Ceme-

WUDEVELT SAYS 
UNIONS OUGHT NO 
RAID EACH OTHER

WASHINGTON, June 13 (AP).— 
Stephen Early, press secretary, 
quoted President Roosevelt today 
as saying this was no time for la- 
bor unions to start “raiding one 
another” when informed that “sub- 
versive organizations” allegedly 
were “working to destroy” unions 
backing the defense program. 

Early said Daniel J. Tobin, pres- 
ident of the International Team- 
sters’ Union (AFL) had telegraphed 
Roosevelt from Indianapolis that 
other organizations were sending 
men out to try to “take away from 
local organizations” AFL local 
charters and transfer them to other 


organizations. 

Early added that Tobin’s tele- 
gram said it was apparent to To- 
bin and the teamsters’ union ex- 
ecutive board that because of the 
union’s pledge of support to the 
Government that “all subversive 
organizations, all enemies of Gove 
ernment — Bundists, Trotskyites, 
Stalinites and others—are working 
to destroy trade unions that are 
supporting the national Govern- 
ment in its efforts to preserve the 
democracy which is ours.” 

Asked whether Tobin had 
claimed that CIO unions were raid- 
ing AFL organizations, Early re 
plied he would ‘leave that to Tobin 
to clear‘up, and said Tobin would 
issue a statement in more detail 
in Indianapolis. 

There have been reports that an 
AFL teamster local in Minneap- 
olis had protested against Tobin's 
ledge to the President June 5& 
of support to the administration 
and the principles outlined in 
Roosevelt’s speech of May 27.

The statement follows: 

“Even before arrival of the Brit- 
ish Ambassador in the U. 5S. &. R., 
Cripps in London, and particularly 
after his arrival, the British and,. 
in general, the foreign press be- 
gan an intense dissemination of 
rumors* on the ‘proximity of war 
between the U. 8S. S. R. and Ger- 
many.’ y 

“Rumors” Listed. 

“According to these rumors: 

“First—Germany allegedly pre- 
sented to the U. S. S. R. claims of 
a territorial and economic nature 
and negotiations are now under 
way between Germany and the 
U. S&S. S. R.. concerning :conclusion 
of a new, closer agreement be- 
tween them. 

“Second—the U. 8. S. R. alleg- 
edly began intense preparations 
for' war with Germany and con- 
centrating her troops at the bor- 
ders of the U. 8. S. R. for the pur- 
pose of attacking the U. S. 8S. R. 

Third—The Soviet Union on its 
part allegedly began intense prep- 
arations for war with Germany 
and concentrating troops at the 
latter’s borders. 

“Despite the obviously nonsensi- 
cal character of these rumors, re- 
sponsible Moscow quarters. still 
found it necessary, in view of per- 
sistent intense dissemination of 
these rumors, to authorize Tass

FINNS RESTRICT. TRAVEL 
BY FOREIGNERS IN NORTH 
AND BORDER DISTRICTS 


HELSINKI, June 13 (AP). 

HE Finnish Government 
T tonight announced restric- 

tions on travel by foreign- 
ers in northern and border dis- 
tricts similar to regulations in 
force during the Finnish-Rus- 
sian war and prior to the be- 
ginning of German troop tran- 
sits through Northern Finland 
last fall, .

T. A. M. Craven’ Tells

WASHINGTON, June 13.—The 
sharp disagreement in the Federal 
Communications Commission over 
how to prevent monopolies in na- 
tional radio network broadcasting 
was brought before the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee _to- 
day by the testimony of T. A, M. 
Craven, a member of the Communi- 
cations Commission. 

Called before the committee by 
Senator White (Rep.), Maine, who 
has introduced a resolution for a 
radio investigation, Craven told 
why he and Commissioner Normes 
S. Case are opposed to the new 
anti-monopoly licensing regulations 
for broadcasting stations promul- 
gated by the commission by the 
vote of a five-member majority. 

Craven told the Senators he 
thought the rules would place limi- 
tations ongthe networks which 
would “destroy the present excel- 
lent public -service programs.” 
Craven’s arguments against the 
rules were those of the minority 
commission report as already sum- 
marized by the Post-Dispatch. 

Decentralization of network op- 
erations likely would result in a 
series of local monopolies, the wit- 
ness said. The two largest na- 
chain broadcasting com- 
panies are said by the Communica- 
tions Commission to control more

UNIFORM SMOKE LAW 


Mayor Signs BI Bill at Once — 
11th County Community 
to Pass Ordinance. 


The uniform smoke ordinance 
was adopted unanimously last 
night by the Board of Aldermen 
of Beverly Hills, a village of about 
1000 residents lying southeast of 


Lucas-Hunt and Natural Bridge 
roads. 

Mayor Walter Frey signed the 
bill at the meeting, making it ef- 
fective immediately. Beverly Hills 
is the eleventh St. Louis County 
community to adopt the ordinance, 
based on the St. Louis smoke law 
and recommended by the League 
of Municipalities of St. Louis 
County. 

The ordinance prohibits hand- 
firing of coal containing more than 
23 per cent volatile content. It 
provides for a non-salaried smoke 
commissioner, who is to be ap- 
pointéd soon, J. H. Ruenheck, City 
Clerk, said. 

There are no industries in the 
community, and about 60 per cent 
of the homes already are equipped 
with gas or oil burning furnaces 
or mechanically operated coal stok- 
ers, Ruenheck said. 

Other communities which have 
passed the ordinance are Glendale, 
University City, Clayton, Shrews- 
bury, Richmond Heights, Ladue, 
Ferguson, Webster Groves, Kirk- 
wood and Northwoods.

with cold steel wiped out Algerian

Man Exploit. 

At Kayam, a lieutenant andesix 
men—all amateur boxers from the 
gold mining region of Western 
Australia—sneaked up on the fort 
on the first day of the invasion. 
Armed with tommy guns, they 
scaled the wall and knocked out 
the machine-gun nests inside. 

After intense fighting they were 
driven to a blockhouse at the cor- 
ner of the fort. Deciding they 
had insufficient numbers to cap- 
ture the garrison they used a pick 
ax to knock a hole in a concrete 
wall two feet thick and got out 
through it. 

I crawled up later and from 


the hill saw the attack open on 
Kila, which .fell later that same 
day. Kayam was not taken un- 
til Monday. 

The whole Jebel Amer region. 
west of Klia is occupied by Brit- 
ish cavalry patrols. This area is 
peopled by the Shi’ite Moslem sect, 
whose religious and political lead- 
er, Achmed Elassad Bey, greeted 
the British with open arms.

Hundreds of French cofonials 
have been captured by the allied 
columns.

T’S not a pleasant thing to see 

an army moving in upon a strik- 

ing plant. And it is absolutely 
impossible for this nation to con- 
tinue to tolerate strikes in defense 
plants. This strike wave sweeping 
the country is Communist-inspired. 
It is also Nazi-assisted. The Ger- 
man-Russian pact, or, better said, 
the Hitler-Stalin pact, has reper- 
ctissions everywhere on earth, The 
two brothers are working both sides 
of the street. People would stop 
arguing whether this country can 
be invaded, if they would once 
get it perfectly clear in their minds 
that we are dealing with an inter- 
national revolutionary conspiracy 
backed up by war, and that the 
revolutionary tacticians invaded us 
long ago. é

O far there has been little evi- 

dence that the Government 
knows how to deal with the situa- 
tion, On the one hand a wave of 
anti-labor feeling rises; on _ the 
other, some “liberals” rise indig- 
nantly to protest any curbs put 
upon Communnazis. 
the army and the FBI are left to 
clear up the mess. 

I believe that drastic action 
should be taken against the Com- 
munist and Nazi organizations in 
this country. The Communist party 
and the Bund and its affiliates 
should be dissolved, and their lead- 
ers prosecuted and put into jail 
with good stiff sentences. The 
Daily Worker and the New Masses 
should be suspended; the Bund 
and its camps disbanded, and their 
further activities followed up. 
These people intend to overthrow 
the Government of the United 
States arid to foment civil war, 
and if a democracy is incapable 
of finding means ‘to deal. with 
such villainy, it displays itself as 
incompetent and ripe for ruin..

HE Communist and Nazi cell 

systems would still be difficult 
to deal with. Both are organized 
inside American industries, and 
each, separately, is working for the 
same end, namely the creation of 
chaos in the economic life of 
America, 

The question arises, how do they 
manage to be so effective? Have 
they converted American workers? 
Are the strikes supported by Amer- 
ican workers as a whole? If they 
were, then it would really be diffi- 
cult to deal with them. 

But they are not. 

The workers do not want these 
strikes. The workers are the vic- 
tims of these strikes. The work- 
ers of this nation, at this moment, 
need protection. They need pro- 
tection as free men from sheer 
terror. :

HE way the Communnazis 

work ig to get control of the 
executive offices of a union. They 
do this with authoritarian organ- 
ization in which each member of 
the cell takes orders, in blind obe- 
dience, from the top. They use 
trickery, intimidation, social pres- 
sure and physical terror. At union 
meetings, any opposition is shout- 
ed down, and any member who 
emerges as a possible opposition 
leader hag the screws put on him 
outside the meeting and in the 
shop. Union rules are framed so 
that members can be expelled for 
opposition, and expulsion means 
‘ob impossibility of getting another 
ob. 

These villains shut down parts 
of the plants by sabotage. They 
lay down tools to protest the pres- 
ence in the shop of a member of 
another union, or of a non-union 
member. 

They create “incidents,” and 
make them the cause of calling 
strikes. 

Their technique is exactly the 
same as that of gangster-rack- 
eteers. If the majority have no 
protection in law against them, if 
they are organ and ruthless 
while the majority are individual- 
ists and decent, they will win. 
After all, the whole world is being 
conquered by this technique, and 
it igs very easy indeed to employ 
it against a few thousand men, 
with the cells right in their midst. 
To try to get at this by the usual 
detective methods is perfectly futile, 
Those methods end by having to 
call in armed guards.

HAT is needed is a code of 
fair practices for unions, 
rigorously enforced by the 
union leaders at the top and by 
the Government—a code that will 
democratize the unions, 

It would be infinitely desirable 
for the unions to draw up ..this 
code, but since the unions have so 
far shown no disposition to do so, 
the Government should. And the 
democratic unionists should organ- 
ize counteraction, to see that the 
code is respected. The workers 
must know that they don't have to 
yield to terror. The honest niem- 
bers must know that if they set 
out to get control of the unions, 
in behalf of the majority and 
against traitors and termites, they 
will have the support of the union 
leaders at the top and of public 
opinion all along the line.

“Increased production of plates 
for defense purposes is urgently 
needed,” W. A. Hauck, OPM steel 
consultant, sdid in a letter to the 
companies. “It is planned to give 
plate production first call in the 
full capacity ef each strip mill.” 

In addition’ the Ford company 
the request wMt to these concerns 
among others. Bethlehem Steel 
Co., Bethlehem, Pa.; Carnegie-IIli- 
nois Steel Corporation, Pittsburgh; 
Granite City Steel Co., Granite 
City, Ill; Inland Steel Company, 
Indiana Harbor, Ind.:; Jones & 
Laughlin Steel Corporation, Pitts- 
burgh; Republic Steel Corporation, 
Cleveland; Weirton Steel Co., Weir- 
ton, W. Va.; Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube Co., Youngstown, Ohio.

Steel Co. told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that the company’s 
plant, for the last five months, 
had been producing 10 per cent 
more steel than its theoretical ca- 
pacity, 71 per cent of which was 
for shipbuilding and related de- 
fense purposes.

We cannot yet see how deliver- 
ance will come or when it will 
come, but nothing is more certain 
than that every trace of Hitler's 
footsteps, every stain of his in- 
fected, corroding fingers will be 
sponged and purged and, if need 
be, blasted from the surface of the 
earth. 

We are here, your excellencies, 
to affirm and fortify our union in 
that ceaseless and unwearying ef- 
fort which must be made if the 
captive peoples are to be set free. 
A year ago His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment was left alone to face the 
storm and to many of our friends 
and enemies alike it may have 
seemed that our days, too, were 
numbered and that Britain and its 
institutions would sink forever be- 
neath the verge. : 

But I may with some pride re- 
mind your excellencies that even 
in that dark hour when our army 
was disorganized and almost 
weaponless, when scarcely a gun or 
tank remained in Britain, when 
almost all our stores and ammu- 
nition had been lost in France, 
never for one moment did the Brit- 
ish people dream of making peace 
with the conqueror and never for 
a moment did they despair of the 
common cause. 

On the contrary, we proclaimed 
at that very time to all men, not 
only to ourselves, our determina- 
tion not to make peace until every 
one of the ravaged and enslaved 
countries was liberated and until 
the Nazi domination was broken 
and destroyed. 

See how far we have traveled 
since those breathless days of June, 
a year ago. Our solid, stubborn 
strength has stood an awful test.

The 
Italian fleet cowers diminished in 
harbor and the German navy 
largely is crippled or sunk.

The murderous raids upon our 
ports, cities and factories have been 
powerless to quench the spirit of 
the British nation, to stop our na- 
tional life or check the immense 
expansion of our war industry. 
Food and arms from across oceans 
are coming safely in. Full pro- 
vision to replace all sunken ton- 
nage is being made here and still 
more by our friends in the United 
States. We are becoming an armed 
community. 

Our land forces are being per- 
fected in equipment and training. 
Hitler may turn and trample this 
way and that through tortured Eu- 
rope. He may spread his course 
far and wide-and carry his curse 
with him. He may break into Af- 
rica or into Asia. But it is here, 
in this island fortress, that he will 
have to reckon in the end. We 
shall strive to resist by land and 
sea. We shall be on his track 
wherever he goes. Our air power 
will continue to teach the German 
homeland that war is not all loot 
and triumph. We shall aid and stir 
the people of every conquered coun- 
try to resistance and revolt. 

We shall break up and derange 
every effort which Hitler makes to 
systematize and consolidate his 
subjugations. He will find no peace, 
no rest; no halting place, no parley. 
And if, driven to desperate hazards, 
he attempts invasion of the Brit- 
ish Isles, as well he may, we shall 
not flireh from the supreme trial. 
With the help of God, of which we 
must al] feel daily conscious, we 
shall continue steadfast in faith 
and duty till our task is done. 

This then, my lords and gentle- 
men, is the message which we send 
forth today to all states and na- 
tions, bound or free, to all the-men 
in all the lands who care for free- 
dom’s cause. To our allies and 
‘well-wishers in Europe, to our 
American friends and helpers draw- 
ing ever closer in their might 
across the ocean this is the mes-

Now Will Have to Use Turkey as Military 


Zone to Launch Attack. 


By MAJ. GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT 
Author of “The Ramparts We Watch” and “Bombs Bursting in Air.” 
HE Allied occupation of Syria has begun. It is, of course, of the 
gravest importance to the democratic cause that there should be no 
failure in Syria; the results might be truly disastrous. But the re- 
wards of victory seem likely, on the other hand, to be considerable 


indeed. 


In the strategic field, assuming 
full success in Syria by the Allies, 
the Germans will have been denied 
a high road into Egypt from this 
direction. For the Germans to 
bring pressure on the Turks to 
permit passage of Gefman troops 
into a Syria held only by the cowed 
Vichy French might have been 
possible; the same operation, if 
certain to meet with a’ fierce re- 
sistance at the Syrian frontier, 
would be a very different matter, 
requiring éstablishment of large 
supply depots and a complete line 
of communications service on 
Turkish soil, in effect a full Nazi 
occupation of Turkey as a military 
zone. 

This the Turks would be wun- 
likely to grant without a fight, es- 
pecially since they will be relieved 
of: any apprehensions as to their 
Syrian and Iraq frontiers. In any 
case, initial contact between the 
Germans and the defenders of 
Suez has been moved forward 
from the Palestine frontier to that 
of Syria, a difference of 300 miles. 
This 1s a considerable gain. 

Gain in Time. 

There will be a great gain in 
time also. No sudden reversal of 
Turkish policy in favor of Ger- 
many can now bring a quick 
threat against this northern fron- 
tier; it will take too long to pre- 
pare and mount any German ef- 
fort of the type which will now 
be needed. Hence Syria, once oc- 
cupied; can be held with a mini- 
mum garrison and Gen. Wavell can 
devote his major attention to the 
most pressing danger—that on the 
western frontier of Egypt. As to 
this, we shall presently discover 
whether the diversion of British 
naval forces during the battle of 
Crete enabled sufficient reinforce- 
ments and supplies to reach Libya 
to give Gen. Rommel any hope of 
taking the offensive. If Rommel 
thinks he has a chance he will be 
very likely to make some move 
while part of the British forces are 
busy in Syria. 

As to German interference di- 
rectly to support the Vichy French 
in Syria, thie is a problem. which, 
from the German viewpoint, is dif- 
ficult to solve without a base. The 
nearest Axis base is Rhodes, more 
than 400 miles away; this is prob- 
ably an insup*rable handicap to 
the conduct of anything like con- 
tinuous operations with air-borne 
troops, and such operations, if 
sporadic, are unlikely of success. 
Cyprus would be an admirable base

Decisive Factors. 


But these things are sure: That 
if the Germans can but get enough 
troops into Libya, and are able to 
maintain them in an offensive 
against Egypt, they are likely to 
win; that their ability to do so 
depends on their ability to over- 
come or neutralize British sea- 
power in the Mediterranean: that 
this seapower in turn depends on 
the base at Alexandria and the 
supply line of the Suez Canal and 
the Red Sea; and that the Nazis 
have never yet willingly abandoned 
any enterprise to which they have 
once set their hands. We may 
therefore, anticipate further Ger- 
man efforts to deal with the 
British in the Middle East, 
whether in Syria, Cyprus or Egypt. 

Meanwhile, it ig becoming fairly 
clear that those who maintained 
that Germany could not wage ef- 
fective war on two fronts were 
right, for the increase in the scale 
of German efforts in 
Mediterranean has been followed 
by a sharp decrease of their ef- 
forts against Great Britain. What- 
ever the outcome in the Mediter- 
ranean, the British may at least 
claim to have’ gained valuable 
time in the really decisive theater 
of the war..

RISK FIRMS TIE UP 


100 MUCH MONEY 


Chides Insurance Interests 


for Holding Back Capital 
Instead of Developing 


New Enterprises. 


Life insurance companies were 
gently taken to task last night by 
United States Senator Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney, chairman of the now 
disbanded Temporary National 
Economic Committee, for either 
hoarding or investing money in 
Government securities instead of 


developing aew enterprises in a 
job-minded nation. 

Addressing the Missouri Associa- 
tion of Life Underwriters in a 
joint meeting with the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce at the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium, the Wyoming 
Senator was heard in complete si- 
lence by the more than 300 per 
sons present, even though he soft- 
ened his pointed ehiding by re- 
peatedly admitting that “other in- 
dustries” also have adopted simi- 
lar practices. 

Senator O’Mahoney prefaced his 
remarks with a vigorous denial 
that the Government ever intend- 
ed or wished to “run” the life in- 
surance business. His denial 
came as an unplanned answer to 
an afternoon address by Alfred M. 
Best, president of the New York 
insurance rating firm of Alfred M. 
Best Co., Inc,, who accused the 
Government of “ill-advised at- 
tacks” on the life insurance busi- 


‘ness. 


Citing data gathered by the 
TNEC, Senator O’Mahoney said 
the life insurance business is a 
mirror of present economic condi- 
tions. These conditions, he said, 
are characterized by absentee and 
organizational control of business 
as opposed to the previdus and 
more desirable local and individual 
management. He added, however, 
that the life insurance industry 
has contributed “mightily” to the 
improvement of our national life, 
but now it is time to “think and 
stop drifting” to meet the new 


——~economic needs of the people who 


also are the industry's policy- 
holders. 

Senator O’Mahoney deplored the 
“vicious economic circle” resulting 
from the present concentration of 
insurance business. The insurance

companies, he said, are finding it 
difficult to invest their funds since 
they refuse to invest less than 
$100,000 in any enterprise because 
of what they call prohibitive serv- 
ice costs. Thus small business 
cannot get funds and large busi- 
ness, the insurance industry, is 
turning to Government securities 
or big enterprises despite the de- 
creasing interest rates im both 
cases, he declared. 

He cited the airplane and the 
Diesel éngine industries as enter- 
prises developed in the midst of 
an unpredecented depression He 
implied that similar ventures 
should be the order of the day for 
the insurance industry.

Government in 
the United Kingdom have had the 
honor to receive the communica- 
tion which the French Ambassa- 
dor at Madrid handed to His 
Majesty’s Ambassador on June 8. 

“His Majesty’s Government will 
not be expected to enter into an 
argument with Marshal «Petain’s 
Government on the subject of the 
meaning of the word ‘collabora- 
tion,’ more especially since it has 
not beenclearly defined in the 
communication under reference. 

“His Majesty’s Government have 
based their action in Syria on the 
facts of the case as known to 
them and not on theoretical consid- 
erations, and this has been made 
clear in their public statement on 
the subject issued on June 8. 

“His Majesty’s Government would 
recall that His Majesty’s principal 
Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs stated in the House of Com- 
mons on May 22 that if the Vichy 
Government in pursuance of their 
declared policy of collaboration 
with the enemy took action or 
permitted action detrimental to His 
Majesty’s Government’s conduct of 
the war or designed to assist the 
enemy’s war effort, His Majesty’s 
Government would naturally hold 
themselves free to attack the en- 
emy wherever he might be found. 


Aim to Avoid Bloodshed. 


“Responsibility for the conse- 
quences of assistance which French 
authorities in Syria were instruct- 
ed to render to enemies of His 
Majesty's Government must there- 
fore. rest with Marshal Petain’s 
Government. 

“His Majesty's Government are 
happy to note that Marshal Petain’s 
Government will avoid taking any 
action which might aggravate or 
spread the conflict. They have no 
desire that French blood should’ be 
shed and should consequently sug- 
gest that it would be in the inter-

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Not Safe Shelters.

NEW YORK, June 13. 


ANY fearsome and important 
M lessons are in store for Amer- 
icans from Europe’s sky-war 
on human beings, and the United 
States Office of Civilian Defense, 
directed by Mayor F. H. LaGuardia 
of New York, will teach them. This 
agency, dedicated. to protection of 
the non-combatant, will begin soon. 
War never may come, but the 
O. C. D. insists that potential vic- 
tims here learn the things it may 
be too late to learn if some day 
enemy warplanes visit our shores. 
Here are some of the things the 
British have told Unjted States 
officials: : 

“The taller the building the safer 
its occupants, since bomb damage 
is comparatively negligible to. steel 
and concrete structures; buildings 
supported by walls alone readily. 
collapse; massed residences made 
of wood cannot be protected; bomb- 
proofed private garages and pub- 
li¢ buildings are the safest air-raid 
shelters; huge municipal above- 
ground shelters are not feasible; 
subway protection is questionable; 
modern building basements are rel- 
atively safe; private home and 
small apartment sub-cellars are 
risky; death. and injury are _ in- 
escapable for many; great fires 
cannot be prevented, but may be 
controlled; hunger, privation, dis- 
ease and mental and nervous dis- 
orders are constant problems; the 
enemy will use poison gas when- 
ever it no longer fears retaliation.” 


Must Tell People. 


All this officials here know 
now. The next step is to make 
the people understand, and win 
their help in a national. effort to 
save their lives in the event of war. 
O. C. D. believes Europe's air- 
blitz would have been far less ef- 
fective if weaker neighbors had 
been informed and armed to resist, 
as this nation now has a chance 
to be, 

Officials will concentrate first 
on protection of buildings housing 
100 or more persons, whether they 
be apartments, hotels, theaters, of- 
fice buildings, factories, ware- 
houses, stores or shops. Lesser 
‘units and the individual household, 
too, will receive safety instructions 
and escape facilities. 

The big task is to handle man- 


the great concentrated centers and 
on crowded streets.

The superintendent or manager 
will have charge of his building’s 
defense plan, the tenant defense 
groups, first-aid and rescue sup- 
plies and be responsible fot sound- 
ing the alarm. He will be the 
“control director.” 

Next in authority will be “key 
men” in charge of “service squads” 
trained in emergency duties. Among 
other things they must account 
for every person in the building, 
his identity and citizenship and 
see that he is jailed if an enemy 
alien or is at his designated post 
if a loyal citizen. ~ 

These key men will conduct de- 
fense classes, regulate the black- 
outs and enfgrce rules for per- 
gonal behavior while bombs are 
falling. 


The service squads will construct 
and maintain shelters, co-operate 
with police and firemen, assist mo- 
bile first-aid and rescue squads, 
safeguard water and gas lines, 
roofs, sanitation, boiler rooms, 
steam pipes, ventilation, elevators, 
refrigeration, auxiliary power 
plants and the thin beams of per- 
missible indoor lighting. 

Telephone operators will serve 
as building messengers whenever 
other communications are de- 
stroyed. Radio men will operate 
short-wave sets wherever available 
to direct defense operations, Signal 
squads will man observation posts 
continuously to spot and report en- 
emy bombers. 

Watchers and guards will try to 
prevent gabotage, robberies and 
acts of violence, shadow persons 
with relatives in enemy countries.

Cairo a Paradox 
—War Center in 
Land at Peace

Cairo—its surface 
color and its military under- 
currents — are explained in 
this, one of my articles on my 
recent seven months’ journey 
through the Near East and the 
Far East. I went to Cairo by 
plane from Palestine on Feb. 15.

Cairo was in a festive mood. The 
Libyan campaign was over and the 
nearest enemy a good 800 miles 
away.

Wage Increases Follow Defense Production 
But Labor Contends Half of Families of 
‘Four Still Receive Less Than the Yearly

This brings up the matter of 
prevailing wage rates in industry 
and the relation of these rates to 
the amount deemed to be neces- 


sary to maintain a decent stand- 
ard of living. 

Under the stimulus of defense 
production, there has been a sub- 
stantial increase in wages. The 
average hourly wage in man 
turing industries in March of this 
year, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics of the Department 
of Labor, was 69.7 cents, or 5.4 per 
cent more than in March of 1940. 
The weekly earnings of both full- 
time and part-time wege earners 
in manufacturing averaged $29.11 
in March of this year, or 14.4 per 
cent above the level for @ year 
earlier. 

The Yearly Average. : 

Wage rates are generally figured 
on the hourly basis, but it’ tells 
more about the buying power of 
the worker—his ability to provide 
a living for his family—to trans- 
late his pay into terms of yearly 
income, 

Thus the present average year- 
ly wage in manufacturing, assum- 
ing full-time employment, is 
around $1500. 

The adequacy of this for a de- 
cent way of living depends, obvi- 
ously, on the number of persons 
it must support. While it pro- 
vides comfort and even a margin 
of savings for one person, it rep- 
resents, according to governmental 
studies, barely enough for a fam- 
ily of four, and considerably less 
than enough for,a family of five. 

It is for families of these sizes 
that available studies have been 
made. The point should be noted,

about, that the present average 
size of the American family (Cen- 
sus Bureau figures) is 38 per- 
sons—a drop from the 41 shown 
by the 1930 census. The 1940 av- 
erage of 38 represent 3.6 for the 
urban population and 4 for the 
rural. 

On the basis of studies by the 
Department of Labor covering 59 
cities, the American Federation of 
Labor estimates $1400. as “the 
minimum bare subsistence budget” 
for a family of four, and it says 
that, even after the wage in- 
creases of this spring, half the 
family units of the country will re- 
ceive less than this amount. 


The Labor Department calcula- 
tions in question, first made in 
1935 and recently brought up to» 
date, show a range for a four-per- 
son family, at “bare maintenance” 
levels, from a low of $1196.15 in 
Mobile, Ala. to $1519.44 in New 
York City.’ The figure for St. 
Louis is $1407.62, of which $489.25 
goes for food, $163.27 for cloth- 
ing, $283.75 for housing, $110.48 
for fuel, electricity and ice, $36.15 
for house furnishings arid $324.72 
for miscellaneous items. 


The estimate of the AFL that 
half the families of the country 
are still under $1400 subsistence in- 
come for four persons takes ac- 
count, as stated, of the recent rise 
in wages. Five years ago, as 
shown by a detailed study of in- 
comes by the Labor Department, 
the Bureau of Home Economics 
and the National Resources Com- 
mittee, the distribution of income 
was even less favorable to the 
lower brackets. The average fam-

And once before that—but only once—a President 
elevated a sitting Justice to head the court. - That 
President was Washington, but his choice in 1796, 
Justice William Cushing, last. American Judge to 
wear the full-bottomed. English judicial wig, turned 
in his commission as Chief Justice after a week on 
the ground of ill health. 

Washington and Cushing, however, were fellow 
Federalists. It remained for the Republican Taft to 
set a precedent by elevating a Democrat, and a Con- 
federate veteran Democrat, at that. In promoting a 
Republican, appointed to the Supreme Court by 
Coolidge, Mr. Roosevelt has returned the compliment 
across the party lines. 

So much for the precedents. As for the selection 
of Justice Stone to be the twelfth administrator of 
the court and the successor of Charles Evans Hughes 
and Taney and Marshall, it is to be commended 
without the slightest reservation. ‘The President 
could have made no other appointment as appropri- 
ate or popular. 

As Cardozo was the one jurist in the century to 
succeed Holmes, so was Stone the one jurist to follow 
Hughes. This had already been remarked in many 
quarters and it would have been said again and 
again had the appointment been longer in coming. 

Like Hughes, Stone is a judicial statesman. Like 
Hughes, he is a vigilant guardian of human rights, 
at times even more vigilant, as in his lone dissent 
in the flag salute case. Like Hughes, he is big 
enough to reverse himself when his judicial con- 
science commands,*as he did on citizenship for 
objectors to arms bearing, after Holmes’ great dis- 
sent in the Rosika Schwimmer case. 

If. Hughes guided the transition from the old

name of Luther Bly Smith. For more than 40 years, 
Mr. Smith has devoted himself to the welfare and 
improvement of the City of St. Louis, neglecting his 
own law practice to do so, never king the lime- 
light but rather the contrary, always devoted to the 
finest principles of civic and intellectual progress. 

Smith was educated at Amherst, where he formed 
lifetime friendships wifh the new Chief Jistice of the 
United States, Harlan F. Stone, with Calvin Coolidge 
and Dwight Morrow, and at Washington University, 
where he received his law degree. He was a Lieu- 
tenant in the Spanish-American War and received a 
commission as Captain of Field Artillery in the 
World War. 

It is impossible to give a full catalogue of his civic 
achievements since he and Dwight Davis, in 1900, 
formed the Open-Air Playground Movement, fore- 


| runner of our municipal playground system. Smith 


was one of the moving spirits in the great Pageant 
and Masque of 1914, produced before tremendous 
crowds at Art Hill. As a member of the old Business 
Men’s League, predecessor of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and later, Smith worked for bond issues for 
civic improvement. To these bond issues, much of 
the beauty and conveniences of St. Louis are now to 
be attributed. 

One of the lessons of the $87,000,000 bond issue of 
1923 was that the city needed a clearing house for 


‘civic affairs, and the General Council oh Civic Needs 


was formed, of which Smith has been the head for 
many years. - This council has functioned as an in- 
cubator for ideas and a driving force for civic prog- 
ress. Smith advocated successfully, the location of 
public buildings around Memorial Plaza, the estab- 
lishment of a Permanent Condemnation Board, recre- 
ational developments, zoning retrictions and the 
beautification of the city by tree-planting and so on.

The Jackson and Byrnes appointments are largely 
personal, after the manner of Mr. Roosevelt’s prac- 
tice in naming Associate Justices. Mr. Jackson’s 
legal ability has been demonstrated; as Solicitor 
General, he made a brilliant record signally recog- 
nized by Chief Justice Hughes. Senator Byrnes, 
notwithstanding his stalwart service for the admin- 
istration in Congress, is less of a New Dealer 
philosophically than anyone else among the Roose- 
velt appointees. He has proved himself a singularly 
able legislative manager. But he is without judicial 
experience and his capacity for service on the bench 
is altogether unknown. Thus, on the same day Mr. 
Roosevelt made both his least political and his most 
political Supreme Court appointments. 

When the court reconvenes next October and Stone 
sits in the center with Byrnes and Jackson at the 
ends, eight of the nine members will owe their com- 
missions to Mr. Roosevelt. Only Justice Roberts will 
hold a commission from another President.

Secretary Ickes’ criticism of Former Ambassador 
Cudahy’s published interview with Adolf Hitler is 
based on a mistaken impression of the duties of an 
American newspaper reporter. 

Mr, Cudahy was sent to Europe as a correspondent 
for Life Magazine and the North American Newspa- 
per Alliance. Both are strongly interventionist or-. 
ganizations. Yet the editors of both syndicated the 
article throughout the country under joint copy- 
right. Mr. Cudahy bears no responsibility apart 
from or exceeding that of his editors, whose atti- 
tude toward Adolf Hitler and the war in general 
has never been left in doubt, 

But that is not the central point: When a news- 
paper man goes on a foreign assignment, natural- 
ly seeks interviews with the leaders of govern- 
ment of the country in which he is stationed. An 
interview with.the chief of state is an authentic 
“scoop.” Dorothy Thompson is an American re- 
porter who has interviewed Hitler more than once, 
as have other notable American newspaper writers. 

Once the interview is obtained, the function of, the 
correspondent is to report what was said by the per- 
son interviewed. American correspondents in England 
seek to interview Winston Churchill, and if they 
succeed, they prepare for publication the statements 
of Mr. Churchill, not the opinions held by them- 
selves. American correspondents in Germany . do 
and should perform in the same manner. American 
readers are regarded as capable of placing as much 
or as.little credence as they feel is justified in the 
statements of the persons interviewed. . 

In the case of the Hitler interview, Americans al- 
most unanimously chose to regard Hitler's statements 
as lies. But Mr. Cudahy, as a newspaper man, would 
have been false to all the requirements of his pro-. 
fession if he had not rendered a factual account of 
what Hitler said.

St. Louis of the Future Shown 


In Exhibit at Art Museum 


‘The City,’ by Norman Bel Geddes, Suggests 
- Solution of Slums and Low Rent 


Housing Problems. * 
s 


A visual education in city plan- 
ning with a preview of what may 
be the St. Louis of the future is 
embodied in a carefully arranged 
exhibition entitled “The City,” 
which will be on display at the 
City Art Museum until July 20. 

Graphically it dramatizes sug- 
gested solutions of such city prob- 


lems as houses crowded together 
with tiny yards and lack of light 
and air, congested living areas and 
traffic choked streets, slums and 
blighted areas, scarcity of suitable 
low-rent housing facilities, and the 
nervous tempo of modern urban 
life. 

Although describing the major 
problems of cities in general terms, 
with specific illustrations applica- 
ble to most cities, work of the St. 
St, Louis City Plan ‘Commission 
is visualized in a section of the 
display and a conception of the 
St. Louis of 1960 is contained in 
the feature of the exhibition—40- 
foot-square section of the “Fu- 
turama,” designed by Norman Bel 
Geddes for the General Motors’ ex- 
hibition at the New York World’s 
Fair. 

This idealized conception of St. 
Louis, based on concepts of city 
planning, provides for a compre- 
hensive system of urban ‘express 
thoroughfares, blending harmoni- 
ously with development of the com- 
munity pattern. Belt highways 
would include extensions of Skin- 
ker boulevard, Kingshighway, 
Grand boulevard and Broadway. 

Parks and Airports. 

Greenbelt and park areas are 
part of the “Futurama” plan for 
development of the riverfront, 
with new parks in the city and a 
larger Forest Park, stretching fur- 
ther west. A docking and ship- 
ping basin would be built on the 
Illinois side of the Mississippi 
River, opposite Jefferson Barracks. 
The latter development is pro- 
posed for accessibility to indus- 
tries, eliminating haphazard rows 
Lof warehouses, with their conse- 
quent creation of congestion and 
blighted areas.

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A circular airport, a three-min- 
ute drive by express highways 
from downtown St. Louis would 
be constructed near the [Illinois 
end of Chain of Rocks Bridge. 
A smaller airport would be opened 
for non-professional use. 

Railroad lines would be consoli- 
dated into a single system within 
the city. Many heavy industries 
would be grouped on the East Side 
instead of being scattered at ran- 
dom on both sides of the river. In 
other industrial sections of the 
idealized city, community centers 
would provide their own civic the- 
ater, low-cost housing groups and 
ample park space. 

Pian Commission Pictures. 

The exhibit of the City Plan 
Commission, containing pictures 
and maps, bears the legend, “This 
is St. Louis today, what of to- 
morrow?” The St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority’s low-cost housing 
developments, Carr Square Village 
and Clinton-Peabody Terrace, are 
described, with photographs of 
families in those areas which no 
longer need live under congested 
and unsanitary conditions, officials 
believe. The plan commission 
points out that 80 major street 
planning projects have been com- 
pleted since 1916, but that much 
remains to be done, both in ex- 
tensions and widening. 

The successful smoke elimina- 
tion campaign is represented by 
pictures taken “before and after” 
by Post-Dispatch staff photodg- 
raphers and two cartoons by D. R.

less gossip, the General played the 
horses consistently and almost in- 
variably lost.

Lax Price Control 
and Red Influence 
in Strikes Are 
Major Problems. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


O recent action of Government 
N has been more popular than 

the firm handling of work 
stoppages ,in defense strikes. It 
was getting to be a national scan- 
dal. These settlements are very 
gratifying, but the experience still 
leaves an uneasy feeling and a 
lesson. 

Some informed observers and 
commentators have long known 
and frequently charged t the 
brewing of nearly all the major 
troubles was the work of Com- 
munistic “cells” planted at the 
elbow of union leaders, especially 
in CIO, and sometimes dominat- 
ing them. Now the top-side CIO 
leadership itself not only concedes 
this, but, in wisely getting out 
from under, blames the whole 
trouble on these Reds. 

That would seem to make the 
opinion almost unanimous, but it 
doesn’t cure the evil. Plenty of 
such “cells” remain. The Gov- 
ernment knows who and where 
they are and so must,the union 
leaders who now condemn them 
when a real conflict with the 
Government breaks.., 

Harry Bridges, CIO West Coast 
leader, who supported, if he did 
not engineer, the aviation strike 
and who is at least associated 
with the extreme left pink wing, 
called the settlement of that 
strike a “strategic retreat but not 
a defeat.” In some of the mari- 
time unions, including those con- 
nected with ocean communications, 
transportation and the handling 
of ships are danger spots. Bridges 
himself was a leader in the deadly 
dangerous San Francisco general 
strike of 1934. 


Will to Purge Reds. 


What has been revealed by these 
sinister disclosures concerning CIO 
unions and the successful prose- 
cutions of thieves, crooks and 
racketeers in AFL unions is that 
the overwhelming majority of 
decent patriotic citizens in Ameri- 
can labor unions do not seem to 
have the power to purge their 
very leadership of influences which, 
if they do not threaten to make 
the very institution of organized 
labor a menace, at least discredit 
and weaken it in popular favor 
and opinion. 

Bridges also announced that 
he thought the aviation strike 
was “justified in view of the high 
war profits of the airplane indus- 
try.” That is the argument most 
frequently advanced for these de- 
fense stoppages. That approach is 
also dangerous. “As profits go up, 
wages must go up,” and it might 
be added “prices will go up, prof- 
its will go up,” and, so without 
end, not in a circle, but in an 
ascending spiral. 

You can’t make profits in a war 
industry a cast-iron rule to meas- 
ure wages in that industry. Wages 
must be kept relatively equable 
in all employment in a particular 
locality. Inordinately high wages 
in one industry tend to cause in- 
ordinately high wages in all in- 
dustries, or, in a labor shortage, to 
strip, civilian services of man 
power. Any way you look at it the 
public gets squeezed and pays the 
bill, 


High Wages No Answer. 


War profiteering cannot be tol- 
erated, but fantasticaily high 
wages is not the answer. It is up 
to the Government to prevent any 


‘undue profits by reason of war 


work. Confiscatory taxes on war 
industries to prevent high profits 
is not the answer. That simply 
sends all pfices higher and higher 
and, again, it is the great mass of 
our civilian population that gets no 
benefit at all but bears most of 
the burden.

House Jams Through 70 
Bills, Many of Doubtful 
Validity Without Debate 


or Quorum Present.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 13.— 
Members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives enjoyed their greatest 
field day in passing pork-barrel 
legislation yesterday, much of 
doubtful validity, in slamming 
through 17 amendments to the om- 
nibus appropriation bill, which add- 
ed $3,485,646 to the already over- 
burdened State budget. 

With all bars lowered, the 
House proceeded to give a master- 
ful exhibition of log-rolling in vot- 
ing thousands of dollars for bene- 
fit of their local districts and in- 
discriminately awarding damages 
and fees to constituents, in direct 
violation of the State Constitution. 

Most amendments were shouted 
through to approval without ex- 
planation or debate and without a 
quorum present. —— admit- 
ted they were makin ‘ record 
for home consumption d none 
was deterred by the realization 
that the amendments probably 
would be killed by the Senate or 
vetoed by the Governor. 


Typical Amendment. 


A typical amendment appropri- 
ated $5000 to the State Mining 
Department to conduct a survey 
of abandoned mines in Jasper 
County with a view to using them 
as bomb-proof shelters. 


Frivolous amendments were 
sometimes offered. One would 
have appropriaied $5000 to dis- 
tribute among Legislators who are 
not lawyers because they “don’t 
have retainers to help support 
them during the $l-a-day session,” 
and another would have set aside 
$10,000 to reimburse legislators for 
“losses suffered in games of 
chance involving the use of dot- 
ted cubes and pasteboards.” Both 
produced laughs and were with- 
drawn. 

The House approved expenditures 
of $407,000 to establish or develop 
State parks in seven counties, in- 
cluding $250,000 for creation of a 
park at Creve Coeur Lake in St. 
Louis County. The St. Louis Coun- 
ty park allotment was killed by 
the Senate two years ago. 


Only One Saving. 


The House voted $8520 to pay the 
salaries of 40 legislative clerks 
who had been carried on the pay- 
roll of the Board of the Per- 
manent Seat of Government until 
Gov. Forest C. Donnell said he 
would not approve an appropria- 
tion for their pay. They had been 
hired in violation of the Consti- 
tution, which limits the number 
of legislative clerks to 75 for each 
house. The Legislature tried to 
appropriate $20,000 for their pay 
in an emergency appropriation bill, 
but the item was vetoed by Gov. 
Donnell. 


The only saving effected during 
the day-long spending spree was 
$6500 chopped off the $25,000 ap- 
propriation to pay special auditors 
employed by the Governor to check 
the handling of public funds when 
he deems it necessary. The House 
first voted to eliminate the item, 
but on reconsideration it was re- 
stored at $18,500. Many other 
amendment. awarded funds to in- 
dividuals to pay for property dam- 
ages or personal injuries suffered 
in automobile accidents involving 
State-owned cars and to State em- 
ployes injured while engaged in 
State work. Under the Constitu- 
tion, the State is not liable for 
such damages or injuries. — 

The bill, ‘which now carries $5,- 
750,000 for payment of various de- 
ficiencies, refunds, claims and 
other mistellaneous appropriations, 
will be passed by the House next 
week and sent to the Senate.

THE FIRST AMERICANS AND THEIR POLICY 


 LTHOUGH there are some 
who think it far-fetched and 
meddlesome for the United 
States Government to take an in- 
terest in the fate of the French, 
Spanish and Portuguese empires, 
they would not think so if they had 
studied American history. For the 
line of policy annonuced by the 
President on May 28, and now be- 
ing followed by Secretary Hull in 
his negotiations, was in fact in- 
augurated under President John 
Adams and while Washington was 
still alive. In 1798 during the * 


leonic France, arisen again: it was 
learned that conquering France 
was about to gain control of the 
weakly held Spanish empire which 
then included the Louisiana térri- 
tory, Florida, Central and South 
America. 

The news was communicated on 
Feb. 15, 1798, by Lord Grenville to 
Rufus King, the United States 
Minister .in London, saying as 
King reported it, that “if Spain 
should be able to preserve her in- 
dependence and prevent a revolu- 
tion in her government,” Great 
Britain would let the Spanish em- 
pire alone; “but if it was really 
to be apprehended Spain should 
fall beneath the control of 
France,” then the British Govern- 
ment “would endeavor to prevent 
France from gaining to their 
cause the resources of South 
— and would “immediately 
op their views and commence 
a negotiation upon the subject 
with the United States.”

HORTLY after this, by a secret 

treaty signed Oct. 1, 1800, Spain 
did cede Louisiana to Napoleon, 
though for more than a year this 
was stoutly denied by the Spanish 
and the French. The United States 
continued to negotiate with Great 
Britain and the position taken 
about the Spanish possessions was 
identical with that which we have 
now taken in regard to the French, 
Spanish and Portuguese posses- 
sions in the Western Hemisphere 
or confronting it, and in regard 
to the control of the seas. 

The policy was formulated by 
President Jefferson in his instruc- 
tion of April 18, 1802, to Livingston, 
the United States Minister in Paris: 
“The cession of Louisiana and the 
Floridas by Spain to France works 
most sorely on the United States.” 
New Orleans, he pointed out, is 
one of the gateways to our terri- 
tory. “France, placing hersélf in 
that. door, assumes to us the atti- 
tude of defiance, Spain might have 
retained it quietly for years... . 
These circumstances render it im- 
possible that France and the Unit- 
ed States can continue long friends 
when they meet in so irritable a 
position, , . . The day that France 
takes possession of New Orleans 
fixes the sentence which is to re- 
tain her forever within her low- 
water mark. It seals the union

HUS it is a fact, which no stu- 

dent of American history can 
successfully dispute, that the for- 
eign policy of Washington, Adams, 
Jefferson, and Monroe was not one 
bit more isolationist or non-inter- 
ventionist than the policy of 
Roosevelt, Willkie and Hull. The 
two policies are the same policy— 
the historic American policy since 
the foundation of the republic. It 
is that the territories affecting our 
vital interests must not pass from 
the control of friendly and pacific 
nations into the control of aggres- 
sive and expanding empires, and 
that to prevent this happening we 
are prepared “to marry ourselves 
to the British fleet and nation” be- 
cause this means “the union of two 
nations who, in conjunction, can 
maintain exclusive possession of 
the ocean.” 

There hag been no change what- 
ever in the principles of American 
foreign policy. If in 1802 we could 
not allow reyolutionary France to 
control the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi, if in 1823 we could not allow 
Russia to control the western coast 
of Canada or the European quad- 
ruple alliance to reconquer Cen- 
tral and South America, then how 
can it be argued by Col. Lindbergh 
that in 1941 we are more aggres- 
sive than Hitler because we say 
that Hitler shall not control.the 
islands of the Atlantic and the 
west coast of Africa? The 4dis- 
tance in time from Washington to 
New Orleans in 1801, or from Chi- 
cago to South America‘in 1823, was 
very much greater than the dis- 
tance today from the Azores or 
the Cape Verde Islands or Casa- 
blanca or Dakar to any part of the 
American continent. 

I have myself talked recently 
with a Canadian newspaper man 
who had dinner in Montreal and 
breakfast in England, having 
crossed the Atlantic in a bomber. 
Yet we are asked to believe that 
Jefferson who was aroused about 
French contro] of New Orleans, 
and Monroe and Jefferson who 
were aroused about the control of 
far-off South Ameri¢a would today 
be unconcerned at the prospect of 
having Hitler established half way 
across the Atlantic. 

The truth is that those who ap- 
peal to the fathers of the republic 
in support of the Lindbergh prop- 
aganda are misrepresenting to- 
tally the principles and the ac- 
tions of the fathers of the republic. 
The first American statesmen were 
not pacifists. They were not iso- 
lationists. They were not neutrals. 
They had not been afraid to fight 
against England but neither were 
they in the slightest afraid to say 
that they would, if American inter- 
ests were threatened, fight along 
with England. 

Thus it may be said, quite liter- 
ally and seriously, that though the 
present foreign policy of the Unit- 
ed States Government is not in ac- 
cord with the views of the America 
First Committee, it is strictly in 
accord with the principles and the 


practice of the first American.

To Tobruk After 


Two Britons Flee Italian Camp, Get 


32 Days in Desert

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY 
IN THE WESTERN DESERT, 
June 11 (Delayed)—Two British 
officers who escaped from a prison 
camp while the Italian sentry sang 
snatches of opera succeeded today 
in making their way through Axis 
and British lines to enter the for- 
tifications of besieged Tobruk. 


Two captains who had served to- 
gether ‘mn India, they met again at 
the Derna, Libya, camp—about 100 
miles airline northwest of Tobruk 
—and soon hatched a plan to get 
away. 

“I was trying to hide my truck, 
which had broken down in the 
desert,” one said, “when Germans 
came along and captured me in 
the big push of April 8. 

“Italians said they wanted more 
British prisoners, so the Germans 
handed me over. There was con- 
siderable confusion in the prison 
camp. While most of the prison- 
ers were being photographed by 
Italian war correspondents, we 
pinched some bully-beef and a lot 
of Italian water bottles and hid 


them in a wrecked buildihg. 

“I reconnoitered the ground for 
escape. We hid from dusk until 
11:30 p. mh. The sentry was sing- 
ing. We nipped out through the 
wire. Not a soul noticed us,” 

The officers said they nearly 
walked into a German anti-aircraft 
gun post, but a British plane 
caused an alarm at that moment 
and the Germans, in action, never 
noticed them. All next day they 
hid in a ravine, with German 
planes taking off from a nearby 
airdrome. 

Then they started a trek over 
the desert. Weak after their pris- 
on diet, they traveled slowly. 
Friendly Arabs gave them food and 
water. Each night they walked; 
each day they hid. 

After 32 days of slow progress, 
they successfully passed through 
Italian siege lines and lay in no- 
man’s land until dawn. 

They encountered an Indian pa- 


trol, which mistook them for | ™* 


“fifth columnists,” but they chat- 
ted with its members in Hindustani 
and asked to be taken to the com- 
mander of the regiment, whom 
they had kfiown in India. Then 
they were escorted into the forti- 
fied city.

Beat the Senators. 

The Browns started their stand 
at Sportsman’s Park by losing two 
games to the Athletics. Then 
came three victories over the Sen- 
ators, followed by three defeats at 
the hands of the Yankees. They 
broke even next in two contests 
with the Red Sox, who finished 
their Western invasion with eight 
victories in 10 starts, a winning 
percentage of .800. 

A total of 50 games‘have now 
been played by the Browns, and 
on the records of the past two 
campaigns, the club is four games 
behind its 1940 record. A year 
ago, after 50 battles, the club was 
sixth with 21-29 420. Today it is 
at 17-33, .340, a loss of four full 
games, o@ 80 percentage points. 

In gaining the even break with 
the Red Sox, the Browns spotted 
the Sox four runs in the first 
round of the opener and then went 
on to win. However, in the sec- 
ond, they lost because they could 
do no hitting against Mike Ryba, 
former “one-man ball club” of the 
Cardinal organization. In the six 
rounds that Ryba was on duty, 
the Browns made only two hits, 
and only five drives went to the 
outfield. As a result, some pretty 
fair pitching by Johnny Niggeling, 
who was making his first start 
since April 30, went to waste.

Niggeling started wobbly and 
yielded a run in the first. Then 
he made one pitch a bit too good 
for Ted Williams, and the Sox out- 
fielder plastered one on top of the 
right field pavilion with a mate on 
base in the third. That was the 
extent of the Sox attack, since 
they made only one hit in the last 
six innings. 

Bob Harris was batted off the 
hill in the first inning for the sec- 
ond time in two starts when the 
Sox found him for four hits and 
two passes, good for four runs. In 
came Bob Muncrief to silence the 
attack and gain the victory. Aided 
by four bases on balls, a hit and 
an error by Jimmy Foxx, the 
Browns scored five in their half 
of the first and chased Dobson. 
Grace drove in a pair against 
Fleming with a double in the sec-

Louis and His Powerhouse Right.

NEW YORK, June 13 (AP).— 
Joe Louis will knock out Billy 
Conn in about three rounds next 
Wednesday night at the Polo 
Grounds, If it goes longer than 
that, Billy will be just plain lucky. 
This is said after a personal 
tour of inspection of the cham- 
pion’s training camp at Greenwood 
Lake, just up the Hudson, where 
the large Negro is getting ready to 
defend his championship. 

There has been considerable 
talk about Louis being worn out 
by his strenuous campaign of the 
past spring, during which he has 
fought more often than necessary. 
It has been said and believed that 
Joe has turned-into an old man. 
There is nothing to it, folks. 
This Joe Louis still is the greatest 
fighting man you or I will see in 
a lifetime. He has taken them all 
on one after the other, and it is 
your argument against mine when 
you say Jack Dempsey or Gene 
Tunney could have whipped him. 
There is nothing Joe Louis lacks 
to make him a great fighter. Yes- 
terday I saw that he was a much 
finer boxer than Billy Conn. 
Against four sparring partners, 
who were doing their poor best to 
emulate Conn, he picked off their 
punches with his right glove, a 
flick at a time, and then tore 
them to shreds. Joe’s trainer, old 
Jack Blackburn, twice had to call 
time prematurely to keep him from 
knocking a couple of sparring 
partners silly, 

What makes it worse for Conn, 
a mere light-heavyweight trying to 
fight a big man, is that Louis is 
not feeling friendly about this 
fight. Joe reads the papers, and 
he has noted that Conn repeatedly 
has referred to him as a “dumb 
Negro” and an “old man.” While 
Louis realizes that a “ghost writer” 
has been responsible for these re- 
marks, he still feels that Conn 


about it. He intends to knock 
Billy on his head—quickly. 

“You know I don’t try to name 
no rounds,” he said before he went 
into the ring. “I’d rather not. But 
I'll get him quick as I can.” 

Joe danced around some more, 
shadow-boxing. He was asked if 
he intended, by any chance, to 
take it easy and try to outbox 
Conn. 

“No, sir,” Joe said emphatically. 
“None of that backing up like 
I did against Red Burman. [I'll 
get him the first round if I can. 
How long you guess it will take?” 

“Two rounds, maybe.” 

“You think so?” Joe said quick- 
ly. “I hope you're right.” 

The cut that Louis got on his 
left eye in his scrap with Buddy 
Baer last month in Washington 
has healed miraculously. Three 
stitches were taken, and it re- 
quired a close inspection to find 
the scar at all, Louis merely 
laughed at the suggestion that 
Conn would find the cut a target 
next Wednesday. 

Louis never looked better to the 
naked eye than he does right now. 
Big as he is, there doesn’t appear 
to be a pound of excess flesh on 
his 202-pound frame, If he has 
lost some of his punch, as Conn 
and his manager, Johnny Ray, 
seem to think, there is no indi- 
cation of it. 

“I think I’m hitting hard as 
ever,” Joe said. “Least I feel 
strong as ever, [If they worried 
because I didn’t knock Abe Simon 
out with one punch, what they 
want me to do with Abe? What 
I do with him before I got 
through? Look at him some time.” 

Louis is having a little argu- 
ment with Trainer Blackburn 
about the amount of work he 
should do, but it is nothing seri- 
ous. Blackburn thinks Joe is 
ready and should let up. Joe has 
consented to ease up his road 
work, but insists on battering his

Fresh Cherry Pie 

Plain pastry, one-fourth cup 
flour, one cup sugar, or to suit 
taste, four cups sour red cherries, 
pitted, one-eighth teaspoon almond 
extract, one tablespoon butter. 

Make pastry for a double crust 
pie. Roll out slightly more than 
half of it to fit an eight-inch pie 
pan, and line pan, fitting pastry 
smoothly into angles. Mix flour 
and sugar thoroughly and sprinkle 
about one-third of it over bottom 
of pasfry-lined pan. Put the cher- 
ries in and sprinkle with rest of 
flour-sugar mixture; then sprinkle 
with extract. Dot with butter. 
Brush edges of lower crust with 
water or slightly beaten egg white. 
Lay pastry for upper crust, rolled 
thin and gashed for steam vents, 
over the cherries; seal upper and 
lower edges together. Trim off 
excess dough and flute. Bake in 
a hot oven (450 degrees) for 15 


minutes; then reduce heat to 325.

til cherries are done. Remove to 
cake rack to cool before cutting.

Know, but His Persistent Criticisms 
Are Beginning to Make Radio An- 
nouncers and Commentators Jittery

NEW YORK, June 12. 

“Be very careful. Bildad is lis- 
tening.” 

At radio studios, these words 
make sense, and have almost as 
profound a meaning as the phrase, 
“Who's Yehudi?” that became the 
catchword of a nation. A radio 
announcer, commentator or. per- 
former is almost certain these 
days that Bildad is listening and 
it makes him very careful, indeed. 
Because a split infinitive, an un- 
deservedly accented syllable or a 
slurred vowel may, and probably 
will, bring forth a message from 
Bildad, similar or even more blunt 
than the first received by Bessie 
Beatty of the Mutual Broadcasting 
Co.: 

“Please note that ‘Allies’ is ac- 
cented on the second syllable by 
cultivated people, and ‘immedi- 
ately” is never (save by you) pro- 
nounced ‘um-mediately.’ This serv- 
ice is gratuitous and unprejudiced. 
Your duty as a radio broadcaster 
is to speak current English and 
not offend the listeners. Job. 8, 
10.. Be Very Careful. Bildad is 
Listening.” ’ 


When Bildad first began sending 
his carefully typed postal card 
criticisms to broadcasters, most of 
them were quickly pitched in the 
wastebasket, but by repetition Bil- 
dad has become a fixture. Act- 
ifg as an unseen censor, a figure 
shrouded in a dark veil of mys- 
tery, his identity unestablished de- 
spite efforts to track him down, 
he continues to offer criticism and 
advice to radio speakers. Recently 
he has concentrated on Miss 
Beatty, but others have not es- 
caped his sensitive ears and caus- 
tic typewriter. 

To Raymond Gram Swing, me- 
ticulous Mutual news commenta- 
tor, Bildad first offered this mild 
suggestion: 

“Why spoil your otherwise excel- 
lent broadcast by the use of the 
redundancy: ‘every once in 
awhile?’ Be Very Careful. Bildad 
is Listening.” . 

A few days later, Swing receivec 
the following notice: 

“Diction excellent; but be care- 
ful to get the word ‘only’ in its 
proper place in the sentence. Be 
Very Careful. Bildad is ‘Listen- 
ing.” 

Still in a benevolent mood, Bil- 
dad several weeks later wrote 
Swing: 

“We suggest that you look up 
the pronounciation of the word 
‘version.’ (Job 8 10.) Be Very 
Careful. Bildad is Listening.” 

Swing accepted the suggestion, 
admitted to office associates that 
he had been accenting the wrong 
syllable, but unappreciatively called 
attention to the fact that Bildad 
had incorrectly spelled the word 
pronunciation. This captious criti- 
cism must have reached Bildad, 
for the next postal to Swing car- 
ried the angry assertion: 

“Webster says that the word ‘tri- 


partite’ is accented on the second 
syllable. Verb. Sap. The King of 
England listens to you. Also Be 
ae Careful. Bildad is Listen- 
ng.” . 

It seemed about time to look up 
the Biblical reference, Job 8, 10, 
and with that as a beginning, at- 
tempt to determine the identity of 
the critic whose score for accur- 
acy, except in spelling, was embar- 
rassingly high. The passage be- 
trayed only his lofty purpose and 
the book of Job only the derivation 
of his pseudonym. Job 8, 10: 

“Shall not they teach thee, and 
tell thee, and utter words out of 
their hearts?” 


A reading of the Book of Job 
disclosed, however, that Bildad 
‘was one of Job’s best friends and 
severest critics: 

“Then answered Bildad to Shu- 
mite, How long wilt thou speak 
these things and how long shall 
the words of thy mouth be like a 
strong wind?” 

In recent weeks, it is Miss Beat- 
ty however, who has received the 
bulk of the gratuitous instruction 
and advice from Bildad. His com- 
plaints reached a peak when a 
guest on her program, sponsored 
by the manufacturer of a brand 
of pork and beans, insisted on 
repeating again and again the 
name of another product. The 
following day, Miss Beatty received 
the sharp instruction: 

“Do not let your guests call Van 
Camp’s pork and beans ‘Camp- 
bells’ without correcting them. 
Sponsor not pleased, Be Very Care- 
ful. Bildad is Listenin,;.” 


The unsolicited correspondence 
began last March when Miss Beat- 
ty was reprimanded for asking cer- 
tain questions on her program: 

“Sorry, but reports are coming 
in so fast that Bildad can’t keep 


up with them. All women greatly 


resent your asking the age of your 
women guests. That sort of thing 
simply isn’t done by a lady, es- 
pecially when the answer must 
be given in public. Hope we won't 
have to warn you again about this. 
Be Very Careful. Bildad is Listen- 
ing.” 

The first admonition was un- 
heeded, and a week later Bildad 
wrote: 

“You are again asking personal 
and unwarrantable questions of 
your guests. This is not only im- 
polite and disagreeable to them, 
but ft arouses the resentment of 
all your listeners, and is making 
you ever jess popular. One lady 
does not ask another her age. 
Please see that this fault is cor- 


rected. Be Very Careful, Bildad is © 


Listening.” 

Deciding to accept the challenge, 
Miss Beatty during her next pro- 
gram announced the receipt of 
Bildad’s criticism and requested 
opinions on the subject from her 
listeners. Sure enough, the next 
day she received the following: 

“Congratulations on your ami-

OWEVER, when Miss Beatty 
Hesnouncea later that the ma- 
jority of her replies indicated 
that her questions, regarding age 
were approved by listeners, she was 
pulled up shortly with: “He who 
justifies his ..us twice.

Be 
Very Careful. Bildad is Listening.” 
And when she repeated the mes- 
sages of approval, Bildad seeming- 
ly was more hurt than angry. 
“When one has a really lovely, 
well-pitched radio voice with a4 
spiritual quality to it that should 
endear,” he wrote, “isn’t it a pity 
to cling to the childish fault of 
attempting to justify all one’s er- 
rors and failings? Doesn’t that 
extenuating habit inhibit growth 
and improvement? And all the 
more if one’s extuses are specious 


— 


and not quite ingenious? In the 
watches of the night, my dear, 
think this over. Search your con- 
science and show us how you can 
rise to this friendly advice. Be 
Very Careful. Bildad is Listening.” 

Bildad’s displeasure is invariably 
delivered on a. standard Govern- 
ment penny postal card. Each 
card bears a serial number and 
the latest received is in the four 
hundreds. The salutation is typed 
in red ink, the message in black. 
The “Be Very Careful. Bildad is 
Listening,” the only signature, is 
added with a rubber stamp. He 
began by applying it with black 
ink, but later changed to red. Fre- 
quently the side of the card re- 
served for the address also bears 
the stamped legend. : 

Others who are looking for Bil- 
dad include Nancy Craig of the 
National Broadcasting Co.  net- 
work, Lowell Thomas and Ben 
Grauer. 

Miss Craig has preserved the fol- 
lowing: 

“Continued laughter is silly, dis- 
agreeable to listeners and ama- 
teurish. Try to have a little more 
dignity, even if you can’t have 


charm. Bildad will help you if you 
care to improve. Service gratu- 
itous and unprejudiced. Be Very 
Careful. Bildad is listening.” 

Lowell Thomas has been twice 
favored: 

“Kindly note that the word ‘adult’ 
is accented on the second sylia- 
ble,” was Bildad’s first mildly re- 
proving advice, but the second was 
less patient: 

“Kindly look up the proper pro- 
nunciation of foreign words before 
broadcasting, especially French 
words. Don’t make us warn you 
again. Be Very Careful. Bildad 
is listening.” 


Ben Grauer was informed, with- 
out asking, that his “delivery is al- 
together too rapid. Lack of rhythm 
makes hearing difficult. Only the 
most ignorant now say ‘Antartic’ 
for ‘Antarctic. Be sure to cor- 
rect this or we shall have to give 
you second warning. You need 
to relax.” . 

Incidentally, it will be well for 
Bildad to Be Very Careful. Some 
radio speakers are looking for him. 
He will find no passages in the 
Book of Job to describe the state 
of their patience.

Ome tablespoon granulated gela- 
tin, three tablespoons cold water, 
two egg yolks, beaten, one table- 
spoon flour, three tablespoons of 
sugar, one-eighth teaspoon dry 
mustard, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon paprika, three 
tablespoons vinegar, one-fourth cup 
water, one cup fish (shrimp, sal- 
mon, crab), one tablespoon chopped 
sweet pickles, one-half cup diced 
celery, one-half cup whipped crear. 

Soak gelatine five minutes in 
water. Beat yolks in double boiler 
top, add sugar, flour, mustard and 
seasonings. Blend and add vine- 
gar and water. Cook until hot and 
creamy. Stir constantly, add gela- 
tin and stir until dissolved. Cook 
and chill until partly thick. Fold 
in rest of ingredients. Pour into 
mold, rinsed out of cold water or 
greased with glycerine. Chill un- 
til firm. Unmold on lettuce or 
cress and pass mayonnaise. 


Ice Box Rolls, Hot 

One cake compressed yeast, one- 
half cup sugar, one cup milk, three 
tablespoons lard, two tablespoons 
butter, one teaspoon salt, two eggs, 
beaten; four cups flour, one tea- 
spoon grated orange rind. 

Crumble yeast in large bowl and 
add a tablespoon sugar. Let stand 
five minutes or so. Heat milk, 
lard and butter until hot; - cool 
and add salt, rest of sugar. 

Pour in eggs and two cups flour 
and beat two minutes. Stir in rest 
of flour and rind. Spread lightly 
with melted fat, cover and set in 
room of moderate temperature un- 
til dough hag doubled in size. 
Cover and store in refrigerator. 

When rolls are desired, roll out 
until thin, cut into wedges about 
two inches long and one-half inch 
thick. Roll up, starting at wide 
ends. Cover and let rise. Bake 
12 minutes.

Religion and Schools -O- By Elsie Robinson 


loo in New York recently about 

the place, if any, that religion 
should take in our public schools. 
It happened at the second annual 
convention of the New York Kin- 
dergarten-6B Teachers’ Associa- 
tion and was headed up under the 
topic, “Is Released Time a Threat 
to Our Constitutional Liberty?” 

“Religious Released Time” is 
the name of the law under which 
the Big Town’s tads are now al- 
lowed to take time off for spiritual 
instruction in their various 
churches. Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews, all entered the debate. 
And many were for its repeal. 
Some spoke stoutly for religious 
instruction during school hours; 
others for afternoon classes in re- 
ligious centers. It ended, of 
course, exactly nowhere. But a 
hectic time seems to have been 
had by all. Apropos of which } 
should like to make a few remarks, 

I am no religious authority. Al- 
though I have belonged to several 
churches, I cannot remember be- 
ing a very great credit to any of 
them. I have, however, a firm 
belief in the necessity for the 
awakening of a spiritual conscious- 
ness, meaning, bluntly, that we 
should: realize we're something 
better than a lot of hogs, and pro- 
ceed to mend our manners accord- 
ingly. 

I have also a deep reverence for 
that Bible from which all civilized 
people — Catholic, Protestant and 
Jew alike—draw their conception 
of a braver, better world. o And I 
think it is a black shame’to our 
nation that the great majority of 
modern youth is growing up with- 
out knowledge of the Book, or in- 
struction in its. ideals. What's 
more, I can see no objection to 
such instruction being given in our 
public schools, provided we can 
cut out our chin-chewing and get 
down to.civilized ethics. 

Fifty years ago, that plea would 
have been amazing in these Unit- 
ed States.. Every youngster, unless 
he came of barbarian parents, was 


T ico in we been red hot hullaba- 


steeped in religion. The church was 
his social center as well as his al- 
tar. He might attend Sunday school 
only once a week, but he had de- 
cency pounded into. him, often lit- 
erally, every day of the week. 

Even as a matter of literary en- 
lightenment, Biblical instruction 
was considered imperative. The 
Ten Commandments, the Twenty- 
third Psalm, the Beatitudes, were 
as familiar to young Jimmy ag the 
local ball game score, Saul and 
Samuel, Jacob, David and Absa- 
lom of the beautiful hair were as 
real to him as Hank Peters, the 
grocer ... and God as familiar 
and feared a deity as Dad,

Nor did Jimmy consider this at- 
titude as something apart from his 
daily life and normal need. It was 
not even “religion,” in the sense we 
now use the word. It was as much 
a part of his common life as 
breathing or blacking his shoes, 

Jimmy might have been, and 
was, deficient in our modern so- 
phistication. The doubtful blessings 
of the Machine Age had not yet 
dawned upon him. He was just a 
freckle-faced kid with stick-out ears 
and a knee-length straight pants 
suit.

Bouillabaisse Marseillaise 

Three pounds fish, three pounds 
shellfish, one quart fish stock; one- 
half cup olive oil, one tablespoon 
finely chopped onion, one table- 
spoon finely chopped celery, 
one tablespoon finely chopped 
parsley, one teaspoon finely 
chopped garlic, one teaspoon 
finely chopped sage, one teaspoon 
finely chopped thyme, one tea- 
spoon saffron, two bay leaves, six 
tomatoes, chopped; one teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon paprika, one- 
third teaspoon cayenne pepper and 
one cup dry white wine. 

Use fresh, firm salt water fish 
and filet them. Make a good stock 
from the carcasses, head and tail. 
Pour the oil into a large flat sauce- 


pan. When the oil is hot put in 
the fish and shellfish. For the 
shelifish use live lobster, split 
lengthwise, shrimp and crabmeat. 
The lobster must remain in shell. 
Blanch the shrimp and remove 
shells. Add all the seasonings 
(herbs and spices) except the 
parsley. Stir around gently. All of 
this preliminary cooking should 
take not more than 10 minutes. 
Now add the fish stock and white 
wine, cover the saucepan and cook 
for 30 minutes. Sprinkle over the 
top the finely chopped parsley and 
serve in soup plates.
